The proprieto: of tq wine shop in whose 
place, Rayachol was {chptuced bas recgived 
a reward of 1000 f The police com 
missioner who made. the arrest: will be 
decorated with the ribbon of the Logion of 
Honor, and the six gendarmes who arrested 
hiny will receive medals and be promoted 
for the share they took in  effecting'the 
capture of the notorious Anarchist. 

Who recent raids made upon tho lodgings 
of Anarchists and the arrest of so many 
members of that party have had the offoct 
of frightening them 

The police yesterday arrestedan Anarchist 
named Delaunah on the chargo of stealing 
dynamite. His description tallies with 
that of the nan who was scon in the vicinity, 
of No, 39 Rue Clichy Sunday mornibg 
after the explosion. 

"The Anarchist prisoners who were con- 
cerned in the explosions in the Boulevard 
St. Germain and at the Leban Barracks 
have made a confession. They say that Ra- 
vachel waa concerned inamutdorand robbery 
at Mont Brison by which he realized 30,000 
francs. Ho gavé the most of the money to 
associates in St. Etienne, drawing sums. 
when required for dynamiting parposes.

Mr. Ross, in reply, said that Mr, Mere- 
dith's charges ought to have been followed 
by something more specific than ho had 
given, There were io 1887 two funds for 
Upper Canada Collego, land and money—tho 
land to go to erect a now building, the 
money to go to the University, The action 
Sriticiaed was byttho action of 4 Govern- 
ment taken in time of an emergency, But 
they bad corrected the action at the carliest 
possible moment. The assent of the House 
Was not necessary, for theemoney spent was 
not from the permanent fund but from 
the surplus income. So far as thc 
law was concerned they had not 
exceeded thelr powers. As to the site the 
madagement was unlimited; as to the build- 
ing thoy wore limited and bad held within 
the limit to a dollar; and as to thy equip:

A BON MOT. FROM JESUS. 


BTRAINING OUT A GNAT, AND SWAL- 
LOWING A CAMEL, 


Rev. Dr, Talmage Preaches » Fowerfal 


Sermon Against the Tendency to Formal- 

isya in Religion—Soolety Soorched for its 

Hypqeritical Pretence—Anether Curious 

Text 

Brooxuys, N.Y., Maroh 27, 1892.—The 
tendenoy to formalism in religion and. to 
hypocritical pretence in society received no 
soveré caatigation from the pulpit of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle this morning, “Dr. 
Talmage made a vigorous onslaught upon 
it, basing his remarks 6n the text. Matt. 
23:24 i= Ye blind guides, who strain at a 
goat and swallow a cam: 

A proverb is compact wisdom, know- 
ledge in chunks, «library ina sentence, 
the electricity of many clouds discharged 
in one bolt, a river put through a mill race, 
When Chriat quotea the;proverb of the 
text, he means to set forth the ladicrous 
behavior to thoao who make & great blust- 
er about small sins and have no appreciation 
of great ones. 

In my text w small insect and a large 
quadruped are brought {nto comparison 
—a~gnat-anda.camel. You. have.in 
museum or on the, desert) seen )the: latter, 
9 great awkward, sprawling creature, with 
back two stories high, and stomach hay- 
ing a» collection of reservyiors for desert 
trayel, an animal forbidden to the’ Jews 
as food, and in many literatures entitled 
“the ship of the desert.” The gnat 
spoken of in the text is in the grub form. 
It is born in pool or pond, after a fow 
weeks become a chrysalis, and then after 
a few days becomes the gnat as we ro- 
cognize it. But the~insect spoken of-in 
the toxt is in its very smallest shape, and 
it yet inhabits the water—for my text is 
a misprint and ought to read ‘‘ strain out a 
gnat.” 

My text shows you the prince of incon- 
sistencies. A man after long observation 
has formed the suspicion that in a cap of 
wator he is ubout to drink there is a grub 
or grandparent of a gnat. He goes and 
gets asieve or strainer. He takes the water 
and pours it through the sieve in the broad 
light. He says, “I woold rather do any- 
thing almost than drink this water until 
this larva be oxtirpated.” This water is 
brought under inquisition. The experiment 
is successfal, The water rushes through 
the sieve and leavew against the side of the 
sieve the grub or gnat. Then the man care- 
fully, remoyes tho ivsect and drinks the 
water in placidity. But going out one day, 
and hungry, he devours a “ship of the 
desert,” the camel, which the Jews were 
forbidden to oat. The gastronomer has no 
compunctions of conscience. He suffers 
from no indigestion. He puts the lower 
jaw under the camel's forefoot, and his 
upper jaw over the hump ot tho cainel’s 
back, and gives one awallow and the drome- 
dary disappears forevér, He strained out 
a gnat, he swallowed a camel. 

While Chriat’s audience were yot smiling 
at the appositeness and witof his ijlustta- 
tion—for smile they did in church, unless 
they were too stupid to: understand the 
hyperbole—Christ practically said to them, 
“That is\ you.” Panctilions about small 
things ; reckless about affairs of great mag- 
nitude. No subject ever withered under a 
surgeon's knife more bitterly than did the 
Pharisees under Christ's scalpel of truth. 
Asan anatomist will take a human body to 
pieces and put them under a microscope for 
examination, so Christ finds His way tothe 
heart of the dead Pharisee and cuts it out 
and puts it undor tho glass of inspection 
for all generations to examine. Those 
Pharisees thought that Christ would flatter 
them and compliment them, and how they 
must have withered under the red-hot words 
ashe said: “Yo fools, ye whited sepulohres, 
Ye blind guides which strain out a gnat and 
swallow a camel.’ 

There are in our day a great many gnats 
strained out and a great many camels swal- 
lowed, and it is the object of this sermon to 
sketch nm few persons who are extensively 
engaged in that business. 

First, T remark, that all those ministers 
of the Gospel are photographed in the\rext 
who aro very scrupulous about tho con- 
yentionalities of religion, but put no partir 
cular stress upon matters of vast import- 
ance. Church services onght to be grave 
and solemn, There is no room for frivolity 
in religious conyocation. But there are 
illustrations, and there are hyperboles like 
that of Chriat in the text that will irtadiate 
with smiles any intelligent auditory, Thera 
are mén like those blind guides of the toxt 
who advocate only those things in religious 
service which draw the corners of the 
mouth down, and denounce all those things 
which have a tendeticy to” draw the cor- 
ners of the month up, and these men 
will go toinstallatiou#and to prosbyteries 
and to confererices and to associations, 
their pockets full of fine sieves to atrain 
out thegnats, while in their own churches 
at homo every Sunday

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THE NEW GAME BILL. 


Tho bill introdaced by Hon. J. M. Gib- 

son for the protection of game and fur- 
bearing animals, follows to a considerablo, 
extont the recommendations of the Oom- 
missioners, {+ provides that there shall be 
a close season for deer, elk, moose, reln- 
deer, and caribou trom November 16th to 
October 15th following; huntlog with 
hounds shall be lawfal from November Ist 
to 16th ; no one shall kill @uring the period 
of one year more than two doer; crusting 
will not bo allowed, nor will any person bo 
allowed to kill deer while thoy are yarding. 
Does and fawns must not be killed nor tak- 
on alive at any time. 

| Between December 15th and September 

15th of the year following, shall be a close 
soason for grouso, pheasants, prairie fowl 
or partridge, woodcock, snipe, rall, plover, 
ducks of all kinds, or any other water fow! 
or other gamo bird or animal ({ncluding 
aquirrols, hares and rabbits), Quall and 
wild turkeys may nob be killed between Do- 
cember 15 and the following October 15, 

Goose or swans may nob bo killed be- 
tween May 1 and Soptember 15 following. 

In any case and notwithstanding tho 
above provision, wild turkeys may nob be 
hunted nor killed until October 16th, 
1897, and no otter, beaver, or fisher before 
March 1st, 1897, 

No person may kill any bird between 
sunset sod sunrise, nor hunt any gamo or 
fish on Sunday ; nor shall ducks be killed 
from sall boats or steam yachts. 

No one will be allowed to offer for salo 
any quail, snipe, wild turkey, woodcock or 
partridge, no matter. whore killed or pro- 
curéd, for a porlod of three years from the 
passing of the bill, 

Tho,thme for sale of game after tho sea- 
ton has closed {a reduced to five days, 

The bill provides that no person shall 
hunt or enter with sportlog imploments on 
another's Iand after being notified not to 
do so, and anyone who does so without 
permission shall be deemed guilty of a viol- 
ation of this Act. Any property owner 
may give notice against hunting upon his 
Tnnd by plactbg ‘sign boards upon every 40 
Acres sought to be protectéd, Any person 
found with s dog or gun upon lands where 
game in known to exist may bo arrested 
und brought before a jastice of the peace 
by tho ownor of tho land, and tho justice 
shall hold the gun until tho fine fs paid, 

Theso animals are not to be hunted, ox- 
cept by residents of Ontarlo and Quobeo, 
until they obtain a license, the fee for 
which shall be $25: Moone, elk, reindeer, 
caribou or other deer, mink otter, fisher, 
asblo, beaver or any other game, animal or 
bird, 

Dhe bill also creates » pormanent board 
Of fish and game commissioners of fivo 

<j mombora, appointed for three years, to go 
out of office {n alternate years, to serve as 
commissioners without salary or compensa- 
tion, except tho secretary, who shall be the 
chief game warden and shall keop a record 
of all mattors affeoting £sh and game, Tho 
compensation of the secretary and chlof 
warden shall be pald out of license fees and 
fines aud appropriations of the Assombly, 
and shall not exceed $1,200. It Is also 
Proposed that there shall be nob more than 
four wardens appointed, {n addition to the 
chief warden, at certain times of the yoar 
to boo that tho laws aro enforced. Tho 
board shall have power to appoint, or may 
authorize the chlof game wardon to appoint 
atany tme, deputy wardous in any part 
of the provinoo for such porlod of timo as 

Jn tholr discrotion they may determine, 

The board aro also authorized to give all 

nocossary directions and to take all reason- 

ablo moasuros for the onforcement of the 
gamo and fish laws, 

The bill provides that $12 shall be pala 
for the killing of wolves and $1 for foxes, 
Mr. Hardy's bill provides that but $10 
ahall bo pald for wolves. 

Tho provisions of the bill will not apply 
to Indians or sottlors In unorganized dis- 
tricta. 

This fs » vicious and foolish oxcoption 
and ought to bo struck out. 

Any person offending against any of 
the above provisions may be fined from 
820 to $60 for oach offence and In dofault 
shall go to gaol for three months.

Rheniah Bavaria 
have been burning since Jaat night, and it 
is feared that the extensive buildings and 
all their valuablo contents will be a total 
loss, 

Epixe(xon, April 3,—A large paper mill 
at Danbar, 30 miles northeast of this city, 
was burned Saturday... The loss. on build- 
ings, stock and machinery amounts to 
£100,000. 

Hamavno, April 3,—A large warehouse 
at the head of the Kaiser Quay was 
destroyed Saturday, involving a loss, of 
several million ka The chief of the 
fire brigade perished in the flames, 

RanGoor, India, April 3.—Tho damage 
caused by the fires in Mandalay amounts 
to $5,000,000. 


New Oxveans, April 3.—One of the most 
destructive cotton fires on record broke out 
this morning amoung some cotton on the 
Milewalk.in front off the fireproof press in 
North Front-street, The flames communi- 
cated to the press itself and thence to five 
others, all ce which were destroyed, to- 

other with 80,000 bales of cotton. The 
loss is estimated at $4,000,000. 


Beruix, April 4.—-A_ dwelling house in 
Posen caught fire during the night and be- 
fore all the occupants could get out the 
staircase was burned away. 

On the fourth story of the burning house 
were & woman and five children. 

The only way for them to pe the 
awful death that threatened them was to 
jump from the windows. 

The crowd on the street procured a 
blanket which was spread open and held in 
position by a number of men.

One of the children jumped and mot the 
same fate, it seeming to be impossible for 
the men to hold tho blanket firmly enough 
to break the fall. : 

The other children also jumped, but each 
of them received injuries that will prove 
fatal. 

Naw York, April4.—There was un at- 
tempt made shortly after midnight to burn 
a tenoment house at 560 West Sith-street, 
in which there were sleeping 50 men, 
Women and children; 

Four separate fires were discovered in 
the hallway on the ground, floor. Cotton 
waste saturated with kerosene oil was 
spread over the floor and ignited.

DEEMING'S DENIAL. 


The Diuebeard Declares That He Never 


Made Avy Confe 

Matnounse, April 4.—Deeming had an 
interview with his solicitor Saturday. He 
absolutely denied the various crimes ore 
dited to him. He said he had never made

any confessions and had made no admis 
sions to anybody. He could prove an alibi 
in the case of the murder of three men in 
Joahannesburg, South Africa. 

The doctors who have examined Deoming 
declare that he is in good health, 

When in the court-room Deeming refused 
to answer even the most formal questions. 
On being removed to the prison he gave 
way utterly to a fit of the most violent 
rage. The police are guarding Deeming 
very atrictly. They have even taken from 
him hia eye-glassos, fearing that he would 
attempt suicide by cutting an ery with 
a sharp-edged fragment of glass. 

Adespatch from Johannesburg, South 
Africa, says that the police there have fail- 
ed to associate Deoming with the murders 
committed there in 1885, and that it has 
been proved that Keay, who was supposed 
to have been murdered, died of fever in 
1889. 

In contrast to his behavior on first being 
lodged in prison here, Deeming now as- 
aumes a bold front. He has said to his 
solicitor; “Wait till I get out and I will 
make the newspapers sit up.

Deputations Wait n the Lord Mayor 
and Dean Gregory 

Lonvon, April 4,—A deputation of un- 
employed workingmen waited upon Lord 
Mayor Evans Saturday. ‘The leader asked 
that the halls of the city companies be turn- 
ed into labor bureaus. Ho wanted land to 
be purchased by the Government on which 
the unemployed could be set at work, and 
he wanted rolief works to be started. 

The Lord Mayor replied that he would 
require time toconsider the novel propo- 
sals laid before him by the deputation. 
He assured them that he sympathised with 
them and said he was sorry to learn of the 
widespread distress among the working- 
men. 

A mesung of the unemployed was subse- 
quently held at Tower Hill. It was pro- 
sided over by the negro Wade. He re- 
ferred to the deputation appointed yester- 
day to wait upon the Very Rev. vert 
Gregory, dean of St. Paul's Cathedral, and 
said that the deputation found the dean at 
luncheon, He received them and said he 
would preach a sermon in the Cathedral on 
Sunday in behalf of the unemployed, and 
though he must have known that some of 
the members of the deputation were hungry 
he did not ask them to have even a oup of 
tea,

MILLIONS IN SMOKE 


Hamburg’s Monster Warehouse Destroyed 
Vy Fire—Loss of Life, 

Hamavne, April 4,—A large warchouse at 
the head of the Kaiser Quay was burned 
yesterday. The loss amounts to several 
million marks.

The heat from the conflagration was iu 
tense and the efforts of tho firemen were 
chiefly directed to preventing the fire from 
communicating to adjacent buildings. 

Herr T e, chief of the tire brigade, is 
missing and it is thought he perished in the 
fire.

Mapgin, April 5.—Great excitement was 
caused here yesterday by the discovery of an 
‘Anarchist plot to blow up the Chamber of 
Deputies, 

The leaders of the conspirators arrived 
here within the past month The Civil 
Governor had received information that 
two foreign Anarchists were conspiring 
with a number of Spanish “Anarchists to 
blow up the public buildings, and th . 
pects were accordingly watched. 

The project against the Chamber of 
Deputies was arranged to come off on Satur- 
dpy a, Frenchman named Deval and a 
Portugneso named Feirriera intending to 
conceal a couple of bombs under the seats 
in the Public Gallery and then to ledve be- 
fore the bombs exploded: 

Feirriera, however, was taken ill and the 
attempt was Fe atponed until to-day. 

At is} dem oth » conspirators » left . their 
yHouse, cach carrying under their arm a 
‘mall parcel of the shape of a bottle wrap- 
ped in’s newspaper. 

Caught in The Act. 

The police shadowed them and kept 
them in sight until they reached the Cortes 
building,where both men were seen to place 
themaclves before the door leading ‘to the 
Chamber» of Deputies by which the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber and Premier Canovas 
Del Castillo usually enter. 

The police then decided that it was time 
to act and they at once proceeded to arrest 
the plotters. 

The Frenchman, a man of herculean 
strength, fought. hard but was finally 
Knocked down and oyerpowered. 

When searched they were found to haye 
in their possession conical bombs, enclosed 
in castiron cases eight inches long by three 
broad. A yellow. fuse, similar to 
that. used by smokers, was attached 
to . the, bombs, which. were. bound 
and lightly compressed by steel wire for 
the purpose of increasiug the force of the 
éxplosion.;, The bombs weighed. each eight 
pounds, 
| The fuse was eo adjusted as to burn three 
tinutes, before exploding the charge. 

The bombs haye not been carefully ex- 
&mined as yet, but they appear to be loaded 
with enough dynamite to blow.up the whole 
Cortes.

"This measare seems to as highly objec-

Reeves shall elect County Counelllors from 
amopg persons who have not been 
chosen by the taxpayers is a 
blow at the very foundatlon of municipal 
government, which is that the people shall 
chooso the men who administer thelr 
affairs, Undor the proposed system the 
responsibility of the County Counolllors to 
the people would be destroyed, an undue 
amount of power would be placed in the 
hands of the Reeves and Deputy Reeves, 
aod a very wide door would be opened to 
fraud and to objectionable practices which 
do not now exist. 

County Oouncils may now be too large ; 
but better bear the small Ills thereby on- 
talled, the extend of which we know, than 
fly to those which would Inevitably ariso 
ander the Government's measure,

The whole city was shaken and houses 
swayed on their foundations as they 
would from the effecta of an earth 
quake, As soon as it was ascertained 
hat the explosion had occurred at the 
pomaed factory a steapy stream of people 
lowed in that direction to w as the 
effects of thy accident. The building in 
which the gun cotton had been stored was 
nowhere to be seen. It had been blown 
into splinters. Nine workmen were in the 
building when the explosion took place and 
every one of them was blown to pieces. A 
search was made for the romnanta ef their 
bodies, and some of their limbs were found 
250 yards away from the building The 
gun cotton was stored in # separate build 
ing, and to this may be attributed the fact 
that the loss of life was not much greater. 
The adjoining factories were greatly 
damaged and five workmen in them 
wera injured. Houses a mile and a 
quarter away from the scene were 
made to oscillate by the shock of the 
explosion.

THE TRENT VALLEY CANAL. 


Tho report of ‘tho Commisstonora ap: 
polnted to conalder the adv ility of ox- 
tendiog tho Tront Valloy Canal, and to 
what oxtent,” recently presented to 
Parliament, dispels the idoa which was on- 
tertalned in some quarters that the canal 
would be of no benefit to the trade of the 
country. This was the opinion of the Mac- 
képzle Goverament, who handed the works 
over to tholr favorites, but Sir John A. 
Macdonald’s Administration prevented the 
consummation of tho ‘‘deal” and sucgseded 
{i retalning the works, which bave slace 
beon largely extended and improved, great: 
ly to tho advantage of very large and {m- 
portant section of the province. The Oom- 
malsslonors report as follows ; 

The main work referred to what Is oom- 
monly known as the **Trent Valley Canal,” 
belong a projected waterway from Matcho- 
dash Bay, Georgian Bay, Lake Huron, to 
Trenton, on the Bay of Quinte, Lake 
Ontario, $ 
_ The worka already completed, ag set 
forth fo the report of the chief engineer of 
canals, haye roudered navigable the follow- 

portions of the malin route, viz. :— 
Balsam Lake tothe village of Lake ; 
the town of Peterborough to Heely’s Falls 
on the Trent River, leaving necessary to 
be done, according to the same report, to 
render the whole route navigable the fol- 
lowing sections, viz,:—a canal from 


~Matchedash Bay to Lake Oouchiching, a 


distance of 12 21.100 miles, requiring 
fourteen locks, a canal from Like Simcoe 
to Balsam Lake, 17 74-100 miles, requiring 
eleven locks, a canal from the village of 
Lakefield to the town of Peterborough, 9 
61-100 miles, requiring thirteen locks, a 
canal and improvement In the present 
navigation between Heely’s Falls and 
Hoard’s Creak, 10 85-100 miles, rcqairing 
twenty-three locks, improvement in the 
present navigation between Hoard’s Oreek 
and Fankford, and a canal between Frank- 
ford and Trenton, 7 29 100 milos, requiring 
ten locks. ; 

In regard to the practicability of the 
proposed route in reference to its water 
supply, the commissioners are of opinion 
that this has been established beyond ques- 
tlon, both by the report of the enginneer 
and by tho evidence recelved. 

The attention of the commissfoners has 
been called td tho width of the locks at 
Prosont completed. There aro twelve of 
these, 134 feet long by 38 feet wide, For 
modern locks this width Is very great In 
proportion to the length. They are of the 
same size as those on the Rideau Oanal, 
the Jatter, however, were bullt to accom- 
modate side wheel vessels, which ab this 
day it is not nesesaary touse, The com- 
miealonera ouggeat that a width of twonty- 
three feet would be aufficlent. It is pro- 
posed according tothe report of the onginoer 
that the prism of the canal should be fifty 
foot in width at Its bottom. That would be 
losufficlent to admis of vessels passing each 
other, should they be of the extrome width 
of the present locks, but it would admit of 
such passage by vossels of the reduced width 
and, further, four barges of this reduced 
width would just about fill the St. Lawrence 
Canal locks, when enlarged, and It Is obvi- 
ous that a considerable saving in conatrac- 
tlun, by the suggested reduction In width, 
would be effected. The attention of the com- 
milsaloners has also been called to the ex- 
pensive claas or character of the works up- 
on the locks lately canstructed at Burlel, f 
Lovesick, Buckhorn, and Fenelon Falls, 
They think thab a considerable saving in 
that respect might be made {n the bailding 
of the elas Jocks, without materlally 
-affecting thelran stential character,andthey 
suggest that locks of a class of work some- 
what almtlarto those at Bobcaygoon, Young's 
Point and Peterborough, would be sofficlent 
for the purposes of this canal. The com- 
milaaloners desire to call attentlon to what 
is koown as tho "lift lock,” which {s now In 
practical uso in Eogland, France, and Bel- 
gla, and to which rather full referonce Is 
mado in the exhibits herewith, They sug- 
gost that [t might be jadictous to make a ro- 
survey of the section between Hooly's Falls 
and Hoard’s Creek, and probably other sec 
tlons of tho route, with a view tu the posal- 
ble uso of the "lift look.” It will be ob- 
served, as pointed out above, that the dis- 
tances between theso points is 10 85-100 
miles, requiring twenty-three locks. Under 
‘auch circomstances the use of the “lift lock” 
would seem to be destrable fa tho direction 
of economy {n the coat of construction, and 
fo the time required for lockage. The com- 
mleatonera almply call attention to the polnt 
without themselves having formod any do- 
elded opinion upon It, 

As will be observed In the evidence taken 
at Collingwood {t Is suggested that the 
route taken from Lake Simoow to Nottawa- 
sage Bay would be s more satisfactory and 
judicious one than that now contemplated 
botween Lake Couchfching and Matcho- 
dash Bay, and {t may bo thought desirable, 
shovid that section be built, that a survey 
of the suggested lino be made, In order to 
dotermine the respective merits of the two 
routes. 

In considering tho bearlog of the canal 
Upon the dovolopment of the trade and 
natoral resvurces of the country through 
which it will pass, {t should be noted that 
the'conditions are peouller, {inasmuch as {t 
would act asa connecting link In a ohaln 
of Iskes and streams, which, for the most 
part, lle transversely to the line of 
and that it would therofore afford access to 
40 extent of country and orast Iine much 
greater than usual in a canal of {te length. 

Tho commisslonors, upon the oevidenco 
and information which they have been ablo 
to obtain, and which accompany this report, 
aro of opinion that an extonslon of tho 
main work should be undertaken by the 

completion, as soon as convenlont and 
practicable, of tho work necossary to glvo 
contingous navigation from Balsam Lake 
to the Bay of Quinte, This would embrace 
the sections betwoon Lakofield and Poter- 
borough and betwoon Heoly’s Falls and 
Tronton. In tho oplnion of the commls- 
alohers » waterway would thereby be mado 
which would not only groatly Inoroase the 


value of tho works already constracted but 
would iat and dovelop the industries 
along its route, and open up the resources 
of the country through which /t wou'd pass, 
to such an extent as to amply compensate 
for the expenditure necessary to be {nour- 
rod, although tho work iteelf would not be 
oxpooted to produce direct revenue, 

This conclusion is arrived ab by a carofal 
consideration of the evidence adduced 
before the commission by which the com- 
missionors feel they must be guided, such 
evidence to thelr minds great'y preponder- 
ating In favor of the extension of this 
important work In tho manner Indtoated,

KING BEBANZAN DEFIANT. 


The Desperate Di eyans Making Much 
Trouble for France. 

Panis, April 8, —The Soleil yesterday says 
it has private advices from Porto Novo 
which show that the situation arising from 
the warlike attitude of King Behanzin of 
Dahomey is far more serious than the offi- 
cial despatchss state, he Dahomeyans 
have always been noted for their man- 
hunting expeditions, and this is the season 
of the year in which these expeditions atart 
from Abomey and othtr places in Dahomey, 
The object is to secure victims for the 
slaughters termed ‘‘customs’ by the” na- 
tives, at which hundreds of captives are 
sacrificed to ptppitiate the fetich gods and 
also to procure slaves, from the sale of 
which King Behanzin derives much of his 
revenue. 

The Soleil to-day says that the object of 
the King in warring upon the French is to 
so weaken their influence at the coast 
towns that he will be able to open fresh 
slave routes. Whydah is defended against 
any attack the French may make upon it 
by 500 warriors, all of whom are armed 
with the Mauser rifle, 

Lior, April 8,—The police arrested this 
afternoon a map who declares himself to be 
Mathieu, the anarchist, Ravachol’s-fri 
and accomplice. He was found in po: 
tion of 1300 cartridges. His self-accusa 
tions are disbelieved, but inquiry aa te bis 
ideutity is proceeding, So far i¢ appears 
he isa Frenchman, He arrived here two 
days ago.

The brewer, who 
takes it out of bond, pays the daty, hence 
they complain. They take it because It 
makes a better and stronger beer than thelr 
own (if there is any better {n beer, whioh 
{s doubtful), 

Wo are beginning to grow the two rowed 
barley, which can be shipped to England 
and pay better than the common six-rowed. 

Eggs—the McKinley Bill placed 5 ots, 
per dozen on our eggs. The cry of some 
politicians was that row we would only get 
6 cts. por dozen for them.

An Interesting retura has been brought 
down to Parliament, giving the statiatios of 
exports of certain products during the six 
months ending 31st Decomber last. Daring 
that perlod, 2,663 horses were exported to 
the United States and 690 to Great Britalu; 
of aheep, 262,000 to the United States and 
30,792 to Great Britain; of oggs, Oanada 
exported 3,280,311 dozen to Great Britaln 
and 3,197,160 dozon to the United States ; 
the barley exported to Great Britaln reached 
the large quantity of 1,780,606 bushels, and 
to the United States 1,988,570 bushels; hay 
to Great Britain totalled 9,065 tons, and to 
the United States 24,476 tons ; of potatoes 
to the United States 24,476 bus., to New- 
foundland 84,731 bus., and to the Spanish 
Weat Indies 39,001 bushels.

“1869 and 1892." Dr 5 subject 
was “Lhe Dhree Tabernacles ; A story of 
trials and triumphs,” end his text, Luke 9: 
83, ‘Lot us make threo tabernacles.”” 

Onr Arab ponies wore almost dead with 
fatigue, as, in December, 1889, we rode 
near the foot of Mount Hermon in the 
Holy Land, the mountain od by one 
‘a mountain of ice,” by another “a glitter- 
»” by anothor “the 
Mont Blanc of Palestine.” Its top has an 
almost unoarthly) brilliance. But, what 
must it have been in tho time which my 
text refers? Peter and James and John

Hermon. is a barren 
peak, and to build ‘one tabernacle in 
vol a place would have been an undertak- 
ing beyond human achidyemopt, and Peter 
was, propounding the impossible when he 
cried out in enthusiasm: “Let us build 
three tabernacles.” And, yet, that is what 
this congregation haye been called to do, 
and have done. The first Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle was dedicated in 1870 and destroyed 
by fire in 1872. The second Brooklyn 
Tabernacle was dedicated in 1874 and de- 
stroyed by fire in 1889.

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THE GAME LAW. 
— 

Ab Thureday night's season of the Legis- 
lature a number of amondments were made 
to the new Game Law, the effect of which 
will be to Improve it considerably. As no 
one of our contemporarles has stated the 
effect of these amendments fully or acou- 
rately, wo haye been ab somo pains to ob- 
tain a correct statement of them. The fol- 
lowing will, we believe, be found to be 
authoritative ; 

Instead of allowing the hunting of deer 
from October 15 to November 15, the open 
soason will be from November 1 to Novem- 
ber 15, Tho killing of fawns, bat not of 
does, is prohibited. No person or common 
carrier shall transport deor or skins except 
froii Noy, 1 to Noy. 22, thus glving seven 
days after the clone of the teason to gob the 
deer home ; but deer, venison or skins may 
bo transported after Nov, 22 on production 
of an affidavit that they were shot daring 
the open season, 

The close season for partridge, ducks, 
water fowl, otc., Is from Sept. 1st to Dec. 
15th, nob Sopt. 16th, as originally proposed, 
The namber of ducks that one man may 
kill in a season fs limited to 300—a foolleh 
provision, because it cannot be enforced, 

_ (The exportation of woodoock, ducke, 
ual], and all other game birds and animals 
ia prohibited. 

Tho purchaso or sale of quail, anipe, wild 
turkey, woodcock or partridge is prohibited 
for two years. 

The clause prohibiting hanting on lands 
of other persons withovt permission, was 
amended by confining it to enclosed,lands. 

Red squirrels are excluded from the pro- 
tectlon of the law.

The Anarchists followed him to the wins 
dow, and before he could reach a place of 
safoty they poured a volley of bullets into 
his body from their revolvers. He fell 
dead. 

‘The assassins then fled, but the alarm 
was given and the owner of Koacisleg 
Castle, «brother of Dr. Poainaki,: and 20 
others at.\once, armed thenelyes, and 
mounting horses. started . in pursuit 
ef the murderers. They were soon 
overtaken. The pursuers fired a 
volley into the group, killing two of the 
murderers, (The other two placed their 
revolvers to their own breasts and killed 
themselves, 

It has been learned that the four Anar- 
chista came from Berlin purposely tomurder 
Dr. Poninski.

The Ghastly Guillotine. 


Panis, April 11,—Lonis Anastay, the ex- 
sub-licutenant who murdered his benefac- 
tress, tho Baroness Dellard, on Dec 4, was 
executed in the Placo de Ia Roquette at 
5.10 o'clock Saturday, In accordance with 
the French custom, the condemned man 
did not know that he was to meet his death 
this ynorning until tho prison officials en 
tered his cell and told him wo prepare for 
execution. The guillotine was erected in 
the nsual place, directly in front of ‘the 
jail. The customary crowd of sightecers 
was present. Auastay walked to the guil 
Jotine without showing much nervousness, 
but he was extremely pale. He laughed 
as he reached the guillotine. 
Here he embraced the chaplain who had 
administered the last rites of the church to 
him and bade hin farewell, The prisoner 
was soon boundand thrown upon the bas- 
cule, the sliding board which carries the 
culprit beneath the knife. Then Anastay 
was pushed forward “until: his neck rested 
upon the block; there was a quick, whirrin,

The day was an excellent ono for the 
oarsmen The summer weather that has 
prereles for the past week continued to 

lay and the banks of the Thames wore 
packed with enormous crowds of poople 
Such a gathering as waa present to-day has 
never been oqialed in previous years, 
the utmost enthusiasm prevailed among the 
a peo of the two clubs. 

The dark blue of Oxford and the light 
blue of Cambridge could be seen in every 
direction. Old graduates wore the colors 
of their university, while sisters and other 
collegians showed their loyalty by decorat 
ing their handsome costumes with the colors 
of their favorites. 

The crowd began to assemble at 9 
the carly comers seeking the best p 
vantage from whioh to view the 
the wind, what there was of it, which was 
very little, was from the southwest. 

Taken at the Flood. 

The water was perfectly smooth and all 
in all the conditions for racing were per 
fect. The tide was in the flood, 

Bofore the time for the race great crowds 
besieged the boat houses to got a glimpse 
of the crew At noon, the time fixed for 
the race, the oarsmen sppesrad and this 
was the signal for thundering cheors that 
swept We and down theriveragainand again. 
Those about the starting point,though they 
could see ~ nothing of the proceedings, 
eagerly gazed in the direction of the o 
ials as the coin was tossed for choice of 
position. 

Oxford Wins the Toss, 

Oxford won the toss, and when this was 
known it was taken up by the supporters 
of that crew as a happy agency of victory, 
Oxford chose the Middlega@x side of the 
river, where, if there was any advantage to 
be derived from the flood tide they would 
got it. 

The crows took their positions at the 
starting point just above the aquaduct ad- 
joining Putney bridge, and at exactly 12.05 
the starting signal was given, 

Oxford took tho water first and their boat 
jumped to the front. Cambridge was quick 
to follow and then the struggle began 
with the perfect motion of a machine. 
The oars flashed in and out of the water 
but strain and struggle as they would Cam- 
bridge could not close the gap between 
themselves and Oxford. 

Those on the shore were wild with ex- 
citement and yelled encouraging words to 
their favorites. But their cheers and cries 
fell on deaf ears. td to their oars 
Oxford crew saw nothing but their oppo- 
nents behind them and the muscles of their 
arms and backs rose and fellas the steady 
stroke that kept them ahea#was continued 
without a flaw. 

At Hammersmith Bridge. 

When Hammersmith bridge, one mile and 
six furlongs from the start, was reached, 
Oxford was still in front. There was barely 
any change in the relative position of the 
boats when the lead mills, one mile and 
seven furlongs from the start, were pa 
Oxford waa then a quarter of a length in 
front. Both crews were pulling at the rate 
of 36 strokes to the minute, Cambridge 
was pulling steadily, but their strokes did 
not seem to have thom power of their op- 

nents and they croppen slowly but els 
Behind at Chiswick Mill. 

About two miles and o half from the 
start Oxford had increased their lead and 
when Thornby Croft's works, a little dis- 
tance further on, were reached they were 
two lengths in front. 

This lead they maintained to the Devon- 
shire Meadows, just leyond Thornby 
Croft's works, when, though pulling no 
faster, more strength Seman iaubaloutiia

Mrs. Montagu’s Brother Well Known in 
Western Ontario,

the death of her child, recalls to the minds 
of many residents here the fact that her 
brother, Lord George Moore, was a fami- 
Jiar personage in the city some 20 or 25 
years azo.

Abaxta, Ga, April 14.—For the past 
threo weeks an epidemic of measles has 
been prevalent in the factory district here 
and has resulted in muchdestivution. This 
evening & mass mecting of citizens was held 
jn the First Baptist Church under the 
leadership of the Rev. Dr. Hawthorne, 
And steps were taken to afford relief 

The factory district consists of 150 one, 
two.and three:room houses. They are not 
plastered, and the sick people are exposed 
to every change in the weather, The 
hieasles has spread rapidly, afllicting alike 
parents ann children. 

Mrs. Adams, a widow, her 12-year-old 
paralytic son and their only support, a lad 
bf 15 years, are down in one room with the 
disease, In another room in the same 
house Mrs. Owens and her two chiidren are 
tick in bed, utterly unprovided for. 

‘Another family of six children, orphans, 
arevull in-bed, and ono family of seven, one 
of nifie; one of eight and another of nine 
are all confined to their beds with the same 
disease They are starving, avd this, with 
tho filth, makes the district oncnot pleasant 
to visit.

It was that of 
raising mopey from banks by means of 
rorged powers of attorney to transfer stock 
To the uninitiated this is best explained by 
example, John Smith isa stockbolder in 4 
loan company, bolding say 500 shares, Ho» 
is buying and selling those shares every now 
and then. He does it through a broker, say 
Thomas Robinson, When he waits fo sell 
100 shares he tells Robin soll 100 shares, 
and at the same time he signs and gives 
Robinson a power of attorney to trans- 
for 100 shares to whomsvever be can sell it 
Broker Robinson then goes on the Stock Ex- 
change and sollithe 100 shares to Broker 
Thomson, who buys them for a client of bia 
As soon as the deal is over Broker Robinson 
goes to the office of the loan company 
hia power of att 


, pro: 
y and the 100 
shares are thereupon transferred from John 
Bmith’s account to that of Broker Thomson, 
or Broker Thomson's client, Or if John 
Smith does not want to sell bis 100 shares, 
but wants to got a loan on them, be 
in the samo way gives a similar power 
of attorney to bis broker, the broker goes to 
the bauk, borrows a sum of money within a 
shade oftheir value, and transfors the abares 
to the bank manager in trust for tho bank 
as asecurity for tbe loan, In every case 
there is such a power of attorney 

Weil, Artbur Browo handied a great 
many such transactions, He presented 
genuine powers of attorney, and he presont- 
ed a great many forged powers of attorney. 
The forgeries Werd clever and show bim to 
have been an apt ponman. 

Why He Was Not Found Out. 

Well, why was be not found out when 
these wore going on for so long a tine! Be- 
cause he transferred the atock back to the 
original owner time after time, and always 
before the dividends were declared, so the 
stockholder when he got his dividend got it 
on the full number of shares ho held. In 
other words, Brown wasall the time ‘bor- 
rowing” 10, 20, 30, 4031 from this man’s 
stock account and that m: stock account 
god always putting them back by means of 
forged powers of attorneyy and doing this 
for months and no one being the wiser. Ho 
was always robbiog Peter to pay Paul, but 
always keeping the accounts straight before 
dividend time came round, 

One reason that delayed discovery was 
that Brown's victims were in many cases his 
own relatives or friends of his family, who 
wero Jarge shareholders in the big loan com- 
paniedand who would naturally entrust 
their stock operations to the tall young 
broker of the family, 

How Disconery Came, 

But, of course, discovery had to come and 
itcame last, Thursday. Brown kept his 
count at the Bank of Montreal and in some 
way the bank became aware of the forgeries 
Either the discovery was made in Montreal 
orhere, Atallovents the bauk saw there 
was something wrong and they seized a lot 
of Commercial Cable stock that Brown had 
Houyas and which be had sent on to Mon- 

ai for sale, attaching the certificates toa 
draft that be drew on his Moutr brokers. 
The bank, so the story goes, grabbed the 
certificates and refused to collect the draft 
until Brown settled with them. They had 
him locked upina room in the bank for 
some hours, so itis alleged. At all events 
the bonk got out of Brown a portion if not 
all of the money it stood to lose, and it let 
the Commercial Cable go through and the 
brokers in Toronto who bad sold this 
to Brown got the money for the choc 
had giyon them. On Friday Brown was in 
bis office but very nervous, and that day or 
Reruey, be left ostensibly for Montreal 
but really for the States. 

Brown's Victims, 

Who aro the losers it is tard to say. At 
present they are not any of Brown's fellow- 
brokers Nor is his bank out, It is between 
the loan companies whose shares were 
“transferred,” the real owners of these 
shares and the parties who accepted these 
shares, mostly as securities for advances to 
Brown. It looks pretty hard for these latter 
at present. How many there are of these it 
will take some days to develop. They are 
banks of course. 

Brown's Record as a Broker, 

Arthur Brown, when bo left Upper Can- 
ada College, was put into the counting-room 
of The Globe some soven or cight yoars ago. 
After he bad got some ideas of business be 
set up for himself asa broker in a small way, 
buying Northwest scrip and the like. Then 
he blossomed into a full-fledged stock broker. 
He made a lot of mouey, more than $40,000 
within a year, so it is said, out of speculation 
in Chieago—and when the truth comes to be 
learned be probably has since lost all that 
amount there and twice as much more and 
that this fact led him into crime. 

He Squared His Yollow Brokers, 

Another reason why Brown never was 
found out was that be vot only took care to 
return the shares he ‘borrowed,” but to 
quote the rbymo that recently appeared: 

He never went back on his broker, 
And he never went back on his bank. 

He took good caro toalways settle with 
his fellow brokers, and of course ho could 
always keep a good balance at bis bank when 
be found it was easy to recoive money on 
good shares that he borrowed” from some 
fat shareholder who was possessed of them. 

Besides many private individun’s the fol- 
lowing companies have ruffered: Canade 
Permanent, Union Loan, Western C 
and Loan, Freebold Joan, British C 
dian, Dominion Loan and the Western 
Asiurance and tho Standard, Queboc 
and = Mowtreal Banks Nove of the 
companies bave been swindled to any 
serious extent, but they are sore 
over tbe matter just the same As 

Brown already basa good start the finan- 
ciors aro in no desperate hurry to sot detec- 
tives on nis track; ‘but when he has been 
gone long exough to have settled in any one 
place officers will be soutafter bim with an: 
amount of capital behind thom, and he. will 
be bunted and found if it takes 10 years to 
do it.”

Windsor. 


Mrs. Motonlf Tells Her Story—The Ad- 
dresses to the (Jury Being Proceeded 
With. 

Wrxpsor, April 14.—The Sandwich 
court room was crowded yesterday with 
people anxious to hear the evidence In the 
now celebrated Tiffany-McNee libel case. 
The most important witness for the defwnce 
was Mrs, Metcalf, wife of the Dotroit 
physiolan. Mrs. Motealf told her story in 
a straight forward manner, and her mild 
gentle demeanor and modest unassuming 
appearance as she gave her evidence com- 
pletely won the sympathy of the spectators. 
Without a break she told the atory of the

when, as she alleged, he bad told her that If 
she refused he would go to Europe or take 
his life. She said that she still loved him, 
and never dopired to be roparated from him.

Bnookiyy, N.Y., April 10, 1892. -—This 
day is recognized as Palm Sunday through 
out the world, and that fact gave direotion 
to Dr sermon.

Text : John 12: 13, ‘They took branches 
of palm trees and went forth to meet) Him,” 

How was that possible? How could palm 
branches be cast in the way of Christ as he 
approached Jerusalem? -‘Thore are scarcely 
any palm trees in central’ Palestine, Even 
the one that was carefully guarded for many 
years at Jericho has gone. I went over the 

road by which Christ approached Jera- 
salem, and there ara plenty of olive trees 
and fig treos, but no palm trees that I could 
You must remember that the climate 
has changed. ‘The palm tree likes water, 
but by the cutting down of the forests, 
which are leafy prayers ‘for rain, the land 
has become unfriendly to the palm tree. 
Jorioho once atpod in seven miles of palin 
grove. Olivet was crowned with palms. 
The Dend Sea has on its banks tho trunks 
of palm trees that floated down trom some 
old:timo palm grove and are preserved from 
decay by the salt which they received=from 
the Dead Sea, Let woodmen spare the trees 
of America, if they would not rninously 
change the'climate and bring to. the soil 
barrenneds, instead of fertility. Thanks'to 
God and the Legislatures for Arbor Day, 
which plants trees, trying to atone for) the 
ruthlessness which has destroyed them. 
Yes; my text is in harmony with the condi: 
tion of that country on the morning of Palm 
Sunday, About three million people have 
come to Jerusalom to attend the religious 
festivities, Great news! Jesus will enter 
Jerusalem to-day, The sky is red with 
the morning, and the people are flocking 
out to the foot of Olivet, and up and on 
over the southera shoulder of the moun: 
tain, andthe procession coming out from 
the city meets the procession escorting 
Christ, .as ho comes toward the. city, 
Thore is a turn in the road, Wwhiere Jeru- 
salem suddenly bursts upon the vision, 
We had ridden that day all the way from 
Jericho, and had visited the rnins.of the 
house of Mary and Martha and Lazarus, 
and were somewhat weary of sight seeing, 
when there suddenly arose before our 
vision Jerusalem, the religious capital of 
all Christian ages. That was the point of 
observation where my text comes in, 

As tiie colt with its ridér”destends the 
slope of Olivet, the palm trees lining the 
road are called upon to render their con- 
tribution to the scene of welcome and re- 
joicing. The branches of these trees are 
high up, and some must needs climb the 
trees and tear off the leaves and throw 
thom down, and others make of these leaves 
an emerald pavement for the colt to troad 
on. 
Long before that morning the palm. tree 
had been typical of triumph. Herodotus 
and Strabo had thus described it. Layard 
finds the palm leaf cut in the walls of 
Nineveh, with thé same significance. In 
the Greek athletic games the victors car- 
ried palms, lam Very glad that our Lord, 
who five days after bad thorns on His 
brow, for a little while at least had palms 
strown under his feet. Oh, the glorious 
palm! Amarasings, the Hindoo scholar, 
calls it ‘the king among tho grasses,” 
Linnwus calls it “‘the prince of vegetation.” 
Among all the trees that cver cast ao 
shadow or yielded fruit or lifted their 
arms toward heaven, it has no equal for 
multitudinous ~ uses, Do you want 
flowers? One palm treo will put forth a 
hanging garden of them, one cluster count- 
od by a scientist containing 207,000 blooms. 
Do you want food? It is the chief diet of 
whole nations, Ono palm in Chili will 
yield 90 gallons of honey. In Polynesia it 
is the chief food of tho inhabitants, In 
Tndia there are multitudes of people de- 
pendent upon it for sustenance. Do you 
want cable to hold ships or cords to hold 
wild beasts? It is wound into ropes un- 
breakable, Do you want articles of house 
furniture? It is twisted into mats abd 
woven into baskets and shaped into drink- 
ing cups and swung into hammocks. Do 
Its nut is the chiof 
preventive ot diseaso and the chief cure for 
vast populations, “Do you want houscs? 
Its wood furnishes the walls for the homes 
and its leaves thatch them. *Do you njye& 
Weapply for tho pantry? It yields sugar 
and starch and oil and sago and milk and 
salt and wax and vinegar and candles,

The U.S. Pays an Ir jemnity of 825,000 

for the Mafla Mussacre. 
April 16.—A’ despatch from 
Rome says o series of notes hayo parsed bo- 
tweén Mr. Blaine, the American Se retary 
of State, and Marguis Imperiali, Italian 
charge d'affaires at=Washington, resulting 
in a settloment of the differonces between 
Italy and the United States growing out of 
the lynching of the Italians at New 
Orleans, According to this despatch the 
Marquis Imperiali has advised the 
Italian Government that he has re- 
ceived from. the United States Gov- 
ernment the sum of $25,000 for the fam- 
ilies of the victims. Thiw money, the mar- 
quisadds, was accompanied by « uote from 
Secretary Blaine in which he declared that, 
although the wrong was not committed 
directly by the United States, the latter 
neverthcless feels it itssolemn duty in the 
premises,. The note adds that Mr, Blaine 
declares that he feels great pleasure that 
the national Government. should pay to 
Italy a satisfactory indemnity. In con- 
sequence of these instructions given to Mr. 
Blaine by President Harrison, the Jatter 
ef that the arrangement will end the 
unfortunate incident, that the former good 
relations between the two countries will be 
firmly re-established, and that nothing in 
the futare will ocour to disturb wich reia- 
tions. 

Tn his aote in reply to: Mr. Blaine'sjcom~ 
munication, the Marquis Imperiali says 
that Italy had already, with pleasure, 
noted the terms in which President Har- 
rison referred to the matter in his message 
at the opening of Congress, The “Marquis 
further says that Italy considers tho indem- 
nity sufficient without prejudice to any 
actions at law that may be" brought by the 
aggrieved parties, “He also. expresses’ tho 
hopé that the payment of the indemnity 
will result in the happy re‘establishment of 
relations between the two Governments.

THE PARIS EXPLOSION. 
Indictment of Ravachol, the Anarchist, 
and Eis Accomplices, 


Panis, April 18.—The indictment of 
Ravachol, the Anarchist, and his five ac- 
complices, including Mariette Loubert, who 


lives with Bealot; one of the accomplices, | 


was presented Saturday. Thia indictment 
gives the first connected history of the con- 
spiracy in which the prisoners were impli- 
cated. The case opens in April, 91891, 
when Decamp, an associate of Chaumartin, 
was convicted of wounding a lice= 
man in an ‘affray. The plotters 
met at Chaumartin’s house and ar. 
ranged a progres of revenge. The first 
victims selected were Judge” Benoit; “who 
presided at the trial that resulted in De- 
camp's conviction, and M. Boulot, who 
prosecuted him. 

The indictment details the story of the 
stealing of dynamite and the making of the 
bombs by Rayachol, who filled them witha 
mixture of dynamite, grisoutine and bits 
of iron. The conspirators also planned 
to blow up the police station at Clichy 
on March 7. Ravachol, Simon and 
Bealot went to the police station, carrying 
with them a saucepan loaded with dyna: 
mito, and they had several fuses ready for 
use’ When they arrived at’ the: station 
they found an officer standing in the door- 
way, and his presence foiled their design. 

The indictment’ ‘next’ details © the ex- 
plosion at the residencs of Judge 
Benoit, in the Boulevard St. Ger- 
main, and describes how, failing to kill 
the Judge, they made a second attempt; 
how Rayachol and his fellow-conspirators, 
working by meoaits which they had pro- 
cured from Tho: International (newspaper), 
made a bomb and filled it with nitro-glycer- 
ine, mining powder and sebastine, 

The (evidence of a woman named 
Chevalier is embodied in the indict- 
ment. She describes how upon enter- 
ing the room in Which the conspira- 
tors were at work she saw Simon holding 
aveascl as large as the crown of hat, 
while Ravachol was pouring some drops of 
something into the receptacle. Chaumartin 
was stirring the mixture with a spoon. 

Ravachol, the indictment continues, 
alone effected the . explosion at tho 
residence of 'M.  Boulot, in the 
Rue Clichy. He placed the explosive 
compound under the staircase, in the 
beliof that none of the inmates of 
tho bouse could possibly escape death.

Berlin, aod more than 100 of the petty 
land‘ownors and shopkeepers entrusted 
to him sums varying between 1000 
and 1500 marks. Ho induced the parish to 
buy plot next to the church for 30,000 
marks on representation that the Koman 
Catholics were about to buy it. He. col- 
leoted the purchase twice, but paid only 
10,000 to the seller, saying that the rest 
would be paid in instalments. As secre- 
taryrof the church council in Oldenburg, 
the councillors testified he manufactured 
and incorporated in the records of the 
meetings resolutions authorizing ‘him to 
collect large sums. He made the collec 
tions, but spent the money in wild living in 
Berlin, during his occasional visits to the 
city, Altogether ho obtained about 350,- 
000 marks, The constable who arrested 
him testified that Maller, after his flight 
and before his arrest, spent thousands on 
fast women, posing as a wealthy horse- 
breeder, and when caught was sitting in a 
country tavern, with but four marks left, 
discussing the enormity of his own crimes 
a8 related by, the newspapers.

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British Liberals Worried. 
Loxboy, April 19.—The Liberals are 
much disturbed in mind over the increasing 
dissensions in the Irish party.

was discussed, will remember my advice 
not to color too many. White cheese has 
brought from 1/ to 2/ por owt. more than 
colored during the winter. A furbhor 
objection to the moking vf too many high 
colored choose Js that itis liable to fade 
and become irregular in color, 69 causiog a 
detorloration in valac as compared with 
white of several shillings per owt. 

Suares.—Thoro {s a |imited demand for 
100 Ib. choeso for Ohriatmas trade, but the 
standard alzo is made fn about 16 Inch 
hoops and welghs 70 to 80 ibs, Cheese 50 
to 60 lbs, called three quarter shapes aro 
disliked by the trade here. Quebec cheese 
aro very faulty In shape and are consequent- 
ly Jees preferred. 

Boxes —Thesd are in many cases very 
faulty. Many do not fit the choose closely 
and almost all are made of too light timber. 
I examined a parcel cf 600 bxs, fine French 
cheese to day, of wpich 90 por cent of the 
boxes were broken and tled with ropes, 
Brockville cheeae are rather In advance of 
Belleville aa to boxes, but there !s room for 
improvement there also, Mapy boxes aro 
too low, Boxes should be ab least 11 loches 
inside mossurement, ‘This should be the 
standard Instead of 10 Inches, as now ured. 

Oracked eurfaces are o)so detrimental, and 
I advice using head cloths during Joly and 
August, or cven later, and ‘* followers” 
should fit the hoops exactly, 20 as to make 
a neat faco on the ohoene, 

Brands should be smo}! and neatly put on, 
The English law requli os that all imported 
articlos usb be brandod with the rame of 
the country of manofeciure. [tis therefore 
absolutely necessary that the words **Oana- 
dian produce” be branded on every box. 
White and colore] cheose shou!d not under 
avy olroumstances, bo ehipped under the 
same shipping mark or letter. 

Solling should be done while gords sro 
fresh, and all cheese should be shipped be- 
fore damaged by heat in the factories. 

As agentes for the Imporial Produce Co'y 
during the past season we shipped sbout 
20,000 boxes under tho Imperlal bravd, and 
I am pleased to find that most of them gave 
great satisfaction. The Company have 
materially improved thelr arrangements in 
Britain, and I aatlctpate a good demand for 
tho same goods during the coming season. 

Butter finds most ready sale daring win 
ter and should be made when cheose mak 
ing ceases daring the last three months of 
the yoar to pormlb shipping while fresh. 
L expect one of my Liverpool friecds will 
visit Canada during tho epring and I would 
like as many of our factory men as posalble 
to meet him and hear his views on the im- 
portance of winter dairying, ho baviog 
given much (hought to this matter. 1 will 
advise you on this point later.

Hacrrax, April 19.—The moat se: 
tlonal evidence yet adduced tn the road 
oditure investigation was. produced 
before the Committee on Privileges to- 
night. Bonjamin Ruper, returned as fore- 
man for the expenditure of $629, the die- 
bursement of which was reported to have 
been declared to him before a magistrate, 
was too alck to attend, but sent a letter, in 
which he stated that he had only expended 
$93, of which he gave the details. Ho also 
sent a copy of a letter from Mr. Fraser, the 
member, authorizing him to expend $80. 
This was the most bare-faced swindle yet 
made public, and staggered even the Gov- 
ernment supporters on the committee. 

Roderick Oampbell swore to expending 
only $34, but the pay sheet and declaration 
in the Government offices, purporting to be 
made by him, showed an expenditure of 
$118, The declaration purports to have 
been mado before Mr. Fraser, the member. 
Campbell swore he never gave the pay 
shoet and never made the declaration, 

Francls McKinnon swore he expended 
$50 and made an affirmation of the correct- 
ness of the same, and is amazed to find the 
amount swelled in the bogas return sent to 
the Government to $129. 

The most sensations! part of the evidence 
to-night was given by R, E. Burke, who 
was returned as making an expenditure of 
$140. Ho swears thathe never spent a 
dollar, that he never made a declaration 
and that his signatare ia a forgery.

alx radical changes, These changes might 
be sot out fo chronologleal order as fol: 
lows :— 
1878—A Revenue Tariff, 
1882—F ree trado. 
1886—Malutenance of the N, P. 
1887—Oommorclal Union, 
1891—Unreatrioted Reciprocity, 
1892—Oanadian Lodependence. 
Even this list hardly does the Liberals 
foll justice ; for ib will bo romembored that 
{o yorious parts of the country even tho 
samo policy was givon important variations. 
For example, overy one in the wost knows 
that unrostricted reciprocity was undor- 
stood to mean annexationIn Essex duriog 
tho general election campaign Iaat year. 
Thore fs one thing, however, In which 
the leaders have been beautifully conslst- 
ent, and that is In a pronounced anti. Brit- 
{sh sentiment. In all thelr vacillations, In 
all thelr ups and dowas, they bave main- 
talned an unchanging hostility to ever 
thing Britlsh and have been peralatently 
ccstatlo In thelr admiration of everything 
American. Whother in the advocacy of a 
revenue tariff or unrestricted reciprocity, 
thoy have had their eyes steadily fixed on 
Washington ; and, paradoxtosl as ib may 
seem, avon In tho advocacy of Oauadian fn- 
dependence, thelr hopes have rested on the 
stare and stripes. Brom thls they will pro- 
bably not change until thero aro none of 
thom left in Parliament to bring reproach 
vpon thelr country and the genuino apirit 
of nationalism which actaates popular am- 
birlon.—London Free Press,

Mr. Barnes Recants. 


Hoe Will Eoter the Churoh of England—His 
Poubeckion with the Reformed Episcopal 
arch. 


The following {s a copy of a letter recelv- 
ed by our contemporary from the Rey. W. 
H. Barnos, late miatater of the Reformed 
Episcopalians at Belleville, and well known 
for his strong opposition to the Church of 
England ; 

Bevievite, Ont,, April 20, 1892. 
Editor British Whig : 

My Dear Sir,—Will you kindly give to 
this letter the same prominense in your 
paper which was given thoreln to my serles 
of open letters addressed to the Lord 
Bishop of Ontario about two years ago. 
Further study of the questlons therein 
discussed has couvinced me of the correct- 
ness of the position malntained by the 
historic, Catholic and Apostolic Ohurch of 
England ; and now [ desire to express my 
deep sorrow that I allowed myself to give 
utterance to the atatements which 1 then 
did, such utterances being due toa false 
conception of the position of the Ohurch, 
and to an erroneous view of the spirit and 
alm of her clergy. And I now propose for 
the fature to be as vigorous a defender of 
the Oharch as in the past I haye been an 
opponent. Falthfully yours, 

(Signed), Wuru14N Henry Barnes. 

Mr, Barnos is an American, and was ort- 
fiaally a Methodist. He was rector of a 

formed Eplacopal Church in Brooklyn, 
before coming to Canada. From Barrie, 
about two and a half years ago he camy to 
Belleville, where he labored most energetl- 
cally to upbulld the cause of his denomina- 
tlon. As late as last spring he was confi- 
dent that either Christ charch or St. John’s 
would soon collapse, leaving a churoh edifice 
avallable for his purposes, and he had high 
hopes of making Belleville a cathedral city, 
In Toronto last summer, however, another 
was chosen Bishop, when Oanada, previous- 
ly under American jurisdiction, was made 
A soparate diocese.—Kingston News, 

Bishop Campbell is expected to officiate 
at both services in Emmunuoel Ohorch hore 
to-morfow, and it ls probable that he will ab

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
Sim,—Again we are {pformed by the olty 
pross that some gigantic schomes aro brew- 
ing fn the Clty Council, for which $15,000 
or $20,000 will have to bo borrowed end 
added to the permanent debt, on which 
more than one-half our taxes aro expended 
in payment of interest. 
We do not wish to be severe on those 
self-sacrifiolng gontlomen, who, fn thelr on- 
bounded kindness for our welfare, havo 
voluntarily taken upon themselyes to ran 
the clty ; but then with all duo respect wo 
do know that there are some reatless spirits 
amongab them, who deom It thelr especial 
duty, thoughtlossly of course, to promulgate 
projects which are fast ranuing tb into the 
ground and leaving the soll Itaelf of vory 
ttle valuo to its owners, 

What with adebenture debt of noarly 
$400,000, a water works dobt on which wo 
have to pay $7,000 yearly, a floating debt 
with {ts mouth always open to swallow 
every penny of the yoar’s texes as soon as it 
is gathered, bealdes the eternally overdrawn 
account in the bank, which is Invariably 
the result of bad management, we have a 
debt of over half a million of money on 
which interest must be pald promptly. 

Is not thls enough for a town of this 
size, the population of which has not 
materially increased {n the last decade, and 
in which, notwithstanding the assessor's 
return, as Is evident to every real o: 
owner, the cash valuo of the city fs 
one third less, whilst much of {ta vacant 
lands have dropped in value from two to 
five handred por cent. 

The injadicious and alluring practice of 
over-burdening real estate with debt, whe- 
ther public or private, under the supposi- 
tion that posterity will have to pay It, isa 
delusion and 8 enare, 1b has proved eo In 
this city, and it {a time our olvic fathors 
should know it. The words of Horace 
Greely have had their effect on our young 
poople. Thoy have gone toward the setting 
sun, whore many others would follow them 
were they free of property encumbrances, 
doubly taxed through the Imbecllityand mal- 
administration of successive Counolls, 

How nalvoly and adroltly some of our 
Aldermen can dilate on the necessity of bor- 
rowing, and with what sang froid they will 
tell you how little it will amount to on each 
ratepayer—but they forget to tell you that 
{t was tho last straw that broke the camol’s 
back, that this atyla of reasontog hasnot been 
productlvo of good to this olty. A word or 
two more and I have dono for the present, 

Until such time as our clty Aldermen will 
endeavor to make both ends meot and create 
a sinking fand to moot Jisbilities falling doo, 
there fs little hope for the fature, We 
await the result of future deliberations.

Burke Proved Himself a Hero Be 
fore He Drowned. 

Portsmouth, N.H., April .26—Rose 
Foster, Ethel Gray, ar Trefethen and 
Fred Burke, all of this city, started up the 
Biscataqua River in’a sailboat this morn- 
ing With the intention of going for May 
flowers. When near the Portsniouth and 
Kittery Bridge the strong current capsized 
the boat and all four occupants were thrown 
into tho river,

Sho was taken ashore, and after being un- 
conscious nearly two hours recovered her 
senses, but has been ina very precarious

and wont to the slaughter house, to feed 
tomo stock which was kept there; this 
building is nearly half a mile from tho dwell- 
Ing house, No other membor of the family 
was aboot when he left, The lad Kllengbell 
who waa the firab to discover the body, stat- 
ed that he saw the yodng men about tho 
prem! hortly before f) o'clock, and that 
ho was thon ongaged In feoding some pigs, 
Ho must have committed tho deed shortly 
afcor this timo, 

In conyersation with Mrs, Bonnett noth- 
ing was loarned which would throw any 
light upon the cause which led the young 
man to commit the rash act, Sho stated 
that two weeks ago he spoke of golog to the 
North-west, but had decided nob to do ao. 
He had not been feeling as well as he might 
and was doctoring, but his {illness had not 
deterred him from his work, She knew of 
nothing that was troubling him, 

In talking with the neighbors the do- 
coased had of late referrod to the fact that 
he had worked hard all his life with his 
fathor and had rocelved nothing from him 
when ho died. This had no doubt preyed 
heavily upon his mind, and in a moment of 
temporary aberration led him to take his life, 
Ho was much respected by all who know 
him and his untimely death fs muvh to be 
rogrotted,

Your committee would urge the necessity 
of the more frequont and thorough flashing 
and cloaning of the hydrants, to rid them 
of the dirty water and prevent any obatruc- 
tlons gettlog into them. 

From the evidence adduced, the commit- 
too believe that sufficlent pressure could 
oasily be had from the engines if the etand- 
pipe wore cut off, to give plenty of water ad 
any polnt In the city 

Your committee find that the firemen 
attended promptly ab the recent fires, and 
so far as the eridenco shewed porformed 
thelr datios satlefactorily—oxcept that at 
the Lingham fire, when No. 1 hose was 
giving such a poor supply of water Ibseoms 
extraordinary that no firoman should have 
gone back along tho hose, to try and find 
out the cause, ; 

In order to put the brigade in good con- 
ditlan og to appliances, {bt seems necessary 
to have a supply of new hose—and your 
committee would advise the Councll to pro- 
cure 500 foot, 

All of which Is respoctfally submitted.

Forty-one people were ad- 
mitted to the Pennsylvania Hospital, Most 
of them were suffering from burns, and 
about 20 of them are in a seri- 
ous condition, The injuries aro mainly 
about the face and many, it is feared, have 
been blinded for life hy tho fierce flames 
they fought their way through, Tho Jeffer- 
son Hospital attended to 30 of the injured, 
but of this number only nine woro seriously 
enabah burned to be kept in the institu- 
tion.

Good Detective Work. 


A Kobbery Traced and Some ofthe Pluoder 
Recovered. 


Oor readers will romomber that IJast 
autumn a qaantity of jewellery, belonging 
to a Jow peddler, was stolen from Mr. P. 
McOambridge’s hotel at Frankford. An 
effort was made at the time to trace the 
property and arrests wore made, but the 
suspects had to be discharged, as nothing 
was found to crimivate them. During the 
winter Detectlve Rogers ond High Oon- 
atable Johnson took up the case, bub falled 
for the time. 

On Saturday last, however, Mr. Johnson 
recelved a telephone from Trenton to arrest 
& man who was to be found near Foxboro.

Such logic is terrifying and a plain proof 
of mental aberration.

The Redistribution Bill. 


No Extensive Changes to be Made, 

The malo provisions of the Redistribu- 
tion Bill are thus stated by the Ottawa 
correspondent of the Empire : 

Starting with Prince Kdward Island, that 
province loses a member. Heretofore this 
province has been divided Into three 
countles—Queen’s, King’s and Prince— 
each electing two representatives, The 
province will now be divided Into five dis- 
tricts, each as near a square block as it can 
be made, and approximating as closely as 
possible In the matter of popalation and 
area. Each district will have one repre- 
sentative. 

NOVA SCOTIA AND NEW BRUNSWICK, 

Nova Scotia loses a member. This, it is 
understood, will be effected by amalgamat- 
fog Queen's and Shelburne. Tho now dis- 
triot will be somewhat largo, but It !s thought 
better to adopt this plan than change the 
boundaries of several conatituencles in the 
attempt to have an exact equalization. 
The same may be sald with regard to New 
Brunswick, which province loses two mem- 
bers; one will be taken from St. Johu city 
and county, which now elects three mem- 
bers, and Queen's and Sunbury will be 
amalgamated, the other constituencies re- 
malning Intasb. 

QUEBEO, 

Quebeo, of course, remains ag before in 
the matter of number, but the growth of 
the olty of Montreal necessitates a change 
in the constituencies, which will be effected 
so as to touch as few electoral districts as 
possible, A group of eight small constitu- 
encles on tha south sldeof the St. Lawrence 
will be rearranged into five. Montreal will 
gob two additional membors, and Ottawa 
county, which fs of vast sizo and has nearly 
50,000 of a population, will be split in two 
and given an extra representative. 

ONTARIO. 

In Cntario the great growth of Toronto 
aud the {ncrease in population along the 
north and west of the province demands a 
rearrangement. This will be done to 
disturb as few of the ridings os possible. It 
is understood that by a ro arrangement 
in the western nection of the province 
seven districts will be made out of five, 
One of those gained will be given to To- 
ronto, the other to Algoma, which being 
made to inclade the Niplasing district at 
present unrepresented, will be divided 
{nto east and west. A fow other changes 
may bo made In tho province equalizing 
divisions, bub not going outolde of county 
Ines. 

THE GREAT WEST, 

Manitoba gots two now members, This 
will be effected by redistributing the pre- 
sent four country districts Into alx, adding 
one to the north and one tothe southern 
tlor. No change fs made In the torritories, 

In Britleh Calumbla the growth of pop-

Ulster Demonstration, 

The Unionists continue to make every 

recaution for their mammoth anti-Home 

ule demonstration in Ulster. The serious. 
ness of the movement can be judged from a 
speech made by the Marquis of London: 
derry at Dublin Jast night, when he said 
that it was the duty of Imsh Unionists to 
bring before English voters the fact that 
within 20 miles of his shores he might have 
a hostile parliament and a hostile country 
Te wonld be impossible, he declared, to ex- 
aggerate the danger this would be to Eng- 
land in case of a foreign war. 

Unionists Convention to be held in June 
must prove to the [English that Ulsterites 
are determined to resist by every moans in 
their power any attempt to repeal tho 
union of Great Britain and Ireland. The 
Marquis added, “If Home Rule is carried 
there must be civil war in Ireland.” This 
statement produced tremendous cheering 
and cries of ‘*Ulsters will fight,” Ulster 
mon could not be handed over to the dic- 
tates of an Irish Parliament, continued the 
Marquis, « majority of whom they knew to 
be men whose actions and words proved 
them a digrace toany civilized country. Earl- 
jer in the week the Duke ot Devonshire 
spoke at Derby, ‘This was the firat time he 
had addressed a political meeting sinco his 
elevation tothe House of [oras, In his 
speech he drew a parallel between the co 
dition of affairs ot atime of a great re- 
volution and the state of affairs that would 
be created by passing any. Home Rule mea- 
sure that would be approximately satisfac- 
tory to Nationalists. He declared that in 
the event of the adoption of such a Home 
Rule measure the Protestant minority of 
Ulster would be subject to tyranny, 
not of a king, but of a majority 
dominated by some alien creed in its 
least tolerable form, He maintained 
that the right of resistance which belonged 
to their forefathors also belonged to their 
contemporaries, although they must avail 
themselves of the right of their own risk 
and stand ready to be praised or condemned, 
according as they succeeded or the reverse. 
The endorsement of the Ulster movement 
by two such men asthe Marquis of Lon- 
donderry and the Duke of Devonshire has 
caused a sensation and has shown how 
deeply serious the movement is. 

The newspaper Modern Society com- 
menting upon Lady Somerset's praise of 
American women, takes occasion to make 
a despicablo attack upon Americans.

“*Waste nob, want not” fs a maxim that 
applies quite as much to corporate bodies 
as toindividuals. Rallway companies have 
nob been behind hand In learning this lesson 
and in eyery department are making 
the moat of every scrap of waste product. 
Even the cotton waste which is used for 
wiping off the surplus oll from the engines, 
Is subjected to a process which separates the 
oll for use over again while the remaining 
cotton Is sold for testing drains with 
emoke, In a vast railway system there 
ls of course a great deal of waste lron— 
sorap fron from the works, broken tires, 
old bolts, screwnuts and barrel hoops-- 
which collect in quantities quite unbelley- 
able by those unacquainted with the facts. 
The Grand Trunk authorities have for some 
time past been building new rolling mills 
with the idea of using op this material, and 
also with the object of effecting a great 
saving in steel rails, which they have 
hitherto imported, The new mills, which 
form part of the St. Charles Works, will 
be In fall operation tn the course of a fow 
weeks. Tho building is fast nearing com- 
pletion and to the eye of a novice there
